himself built two large mosques in Central Asia for the use 
of Musalmans, but that net a single Christian Church was 
yet to be found there :. on the contrary, there were Christian 
Churches even in small native states in this country. He 
added that forty ' natives of Comal Asia held high posts in

In order to improve 
the condition of. agriculture, Government has established the 


Department of Land Records and Agriculture ; but owing to 


several causes the Department has not been able to do that 


amount of good which it was expected to, &c. One of these 


causes is the publication by the Department of its Agri- 
cultural Journal in Urdu.and not in Hindi. Itis well known 


that the majority of the Indian population, Hindu and 


Nuhammadan, use the N&gri or Kaithi character, the use of 
the Persian character being confined to the official classes 
and the Muhammadan residents in cities. In villages espe- 
cially, the landlords, the tenants, and’ the patwé4ris are all 
acquainted only with the Néeri or Kaithi character. The 
Agricultural Journal, which is issued by the Department of 
Land Records and Agriculture every month, should be written 
in the Nfgri character and in simple and colloquial language, 
which may be easily understood by the people for whom the 
Journal is intended.
